President Charlie Bearse struck a 
raw nerve in some quarters for the 
degrading terms it used regarding 
Kentucky miners,” writes Lee 
Mueller of the Lexington Herald-

United Mine Workers of America 
miner who now edits a local 
newspaper, told Mueller, “What 
they want is somebody to work 
for $6 an hour. What else could it 
be?” 

UMWA official Steve Earle of 
Madisonville told Mueller, “I 
think [hiring Hispanics] is going 
to ... create problems all over the 
coalfields and we don't need that 
at this juncture.” Kentucky Coal 
Association President Bill Caylor 
told Mueller, “It's really is just a 
matter of time. I think this is just 
the first shot across the bow in 
trying to adopt this.”

City threatened with 
law suit; John Conley 
appointed fire chief 

At its regular monthly meet- 
ing Monday evening, the West 
Liberty City Council opened bids 
for improvements at the Kiwanis 
Park and awarded the contract to 
Standafer Builders of West Lib- 
erty, contingent upon approval by 
the state. 

The improvements will in- 
clude construction of walkways 
and a parking lot for the park 
complex on Glenn Avenue, which 
includes Little League baseball 
fields, public tennis courts, bas- 
ketball courts, and the public 
swimming pool. 

Funding for the project is from 
a “trails” grant approved some 
time ago by the Transportation 
Department. 

The low bid of $134,851.00, 
submitted by Standafer Builders, 
was one two submitted. The other 
bid, from Frederick & May Con- 
struction was for $155,000.00. 

In other action, the council 
voted to apply for a federal Land 
and Water Conservation Grant to 
construct a concession stand and 
rest rooms at the Little League 
field. 

During the meeting, Mayor 
Robert Nickell announced the 
appointment of John Conley as 
West Liberty Fire Chief. He will 
fill the position vacated last 
month by David Jones, who re- 
signed. 

After lengthy discussion, the 
council also voted to investigate 
an invasion of property claim, 
lodged at the meeting by an at- 
torney on behalf of a new cem- 
etery being developed by Dr. C. 
C. Smith on Davis Lane. The 
matter in question involves own- 
ership of property on Davis Lane 
where a roadway had been black- 
topped some years ago and in- 
cluded in the city street system. 

Dr. Smith had requested the 
council at its previous meeting to

grant the cemetery a zoning ex- 
ception to allow the erection of 
an archway and sign across Davis 
Lane. Though properly a matter 
to be resolved by the Planning 
and Zoning Commission, Coun- 
cil had promised to explore the 
request and to give its answer at 
Monday’s meeting. 

But at the meeting Monday, 
Atty. Graham Martin of Knott 
County, acting on behalf of the 
cemetery, challenged the city’s 
authority to blacktop the road, 
claiming, “You folks blacktopped 
a road on his (Dr. Smith’s) prop- 
erty. We’re asking the city to 
adopt a resolution acknowledging 
that the city doesn’t own the road” 
and save the need for a lawsuit. 

After demanding that City At- 
torney Joleen Frederick produce 
proof of the city’s ownership of 
the road, Martin told the council, 
“You can’t come and take 
someone’s road. What you have 
shown me doesn’t mean diddly 
squat. You’ve not shown me any- 
thing.” 

What happened, Martin 
claimed was, “Your mayor (some 
years ago) made a mistake trying 
to be good to somebody (by pav- 
ing a road to her property).” 

To which Frederick re- 
sponded, “The council is not in a 
position to give you an admission 
to anything; the council wants to 
do its own investigation. If it is 
shown the property is Dr. Smith’s, 
then I’m sure the council will do 
the right thing.” 

Council requested that Martin 
provide it with documentation, 
including a deed, supporting the 
cemetery’s claim to the property 
in question and pledged to review 
its own records and resolve the 
matter, if possible, by the next 
council meeting. 

A spokesman for the city said 
that to date, the Planning 
Commission’s board of adjust- 
ments had received no request 
from the cemetery for a zoning 
change to permit the proposed 
archway to be erected across 
Davis Lane.

Gov. Fletcher’s Budget 
Problems

FRANKFORT - Not his most 
partisan critics would have 
wished on Gov. Ernie Fletcher the 
medical ordeal that began two 
weeks ago with a common gall- 
stone attack that snowballed into 
two medical procedures, infec- 
tions, high fevers and a danger- 
ous fluid buildup near his pan- 
creas. 

So it was good indeed to see 
Fletcher last week, looking pretty 
hale all things considered, walk 
into a hospital press briefing and 
engage in some friendly banter 
with reporters. 

In one respect, if Fletcher had 
to have a prolonged hospitaliza- 
tion, the timing was good. State 
government retirees were protest- 
ing a severe shortfall in state con- 
tributions to their pension plan. 
State Auditor Crit Luallen, a po- 
tential Fletcher opponent for re- 
election next year, released a 
study calling for the state to take 
over operation of all local jails, 
an idea quickly endorsed by many 
county judge-executives and 
magistrates around the state. And, 
of course, the special grand jury 
continued its investigation of 
Fletcher administration personnel 
practices. 

But from a more important 
standpoint, Fletcher’s absence 
from Frankfort could not have 
had worse timing. His stated sup- 
port for a law allowing police to 
stop and cite motorists for not 
wearing seat belts failed its first 
key test in the House with a num- 
ber of Republican members vot- 
ing against the bill. 

Some speculated the bill 
would have gotten the necessary 
5 1 votes if the governor had been 
on hand to lobby for the bill per- 
sonally. (Of course, many of the 
same members complain loudly 
that gubernatorial lobbying on 
legislation is an infringement on 
their precious independence, es- 
pecially when they don’t like the 
outcome.) 

And Fletcher’s hospitalization 
only delays the time when some 
hard decisions have to be made 
by the governor on serious issues 
involving the General Assembly, 
including what compromises 
Fletcher will accept in his budget 
proposal before the budget bill in 
voted on in the House and Sen- 
ate. 

Unless Fletcher has written off 
key re-election votes in Western 
Kentucky, he must find the 



money to increase operational 
funding for Murray State Univer- 
sity and additional money for a 
building project omitted from his 
original budget proposal. People 
at Murray are understandably fu- 
rious at the pittance increase they 
received in that original proposal 
and that furry is likely to be re- 
flected in the next gubernatorial 
election. 

It looks like Fletcher will have 
to use his personal influence if the 
$75 million state bond support for 
a new Louisville arena has any 
chance of passing. Jefferson 
County legislators still can’t agree 
on a united support for the arena 
location, and they even drew up 
last week a priority list of projects 
not in Fletcher’s budget to be 
funded if the arena doesn’t sur- 
vive. 

And Fletcher will need to ad- 
dress more thoroughly the issues 
on the front burner here last week. 
The state retirement system is 
seriously underfunded and every 
delay in making up that shortfall 
only makes doing so more expen- 
sive. And local jails throughout 
Kentucky are draining county 
budgets at an increasing rate that 
cannot go on much longer. 

The one viable source of large 
amounts of new state revenue 
outside politically impossible tax 
increases is, of course, casino 
gambling. 

The horse industry is spending 
big money on advertising and lob- 
bying for a bill in the House call- 
ing for a constitutional amend- 
ment to allow casinos at race- 
tracks only. A Senate bill, on the 
other hand, involves an amend- 
ment with casinos at tracks and 
other locations in the state. 

Both bills must be reconciled 
into a single casino amendment 
if there is any chance of the issue 
even getting a vote this session. 

Fletcher has said he won’t take 
a position, but Lt. Gov. Steve 
Pence has endorsed casino gam- 
bling. 

The best bet on ever seeing 
legal roulette wheels in Kentucky 
is when the red ink becomes so 
overwhelming - pension plans, 
county jails, Medicaid, construc- 
tion projects - that legislators will 
see casinos as the easy source of 
funds to pay all the state’s obli- 
gations. 

If not this year, perhaps by the 
time Jefferson County legislators 
decide where they all want to 
build a new arena.

I am writing to explain a situ- 
ation we encountered at Morgan 
County ARH Hospital in the past 
11 weeks. This is a great estab- 
lishment and very well staffed 
with medical employees, but we 
encountered a problem that we 
could not understand and there 
really was no reason for the prob- 
lem that anyone could explain. 

We were practically residents 
at the hospital because our mother 
was taken there by ambulance 
two days before Thanksgiving 
with a massive stroke. She lin- 
gered until Feb. 5 and we were 
with her constantly. After about 
10 days she was moved into one 
of the two private rooms and we 
greatly appreciated this because 
we could have a chair that made 
a sleeping place. The problem 
came when an inmate from our 
local E.K.C.C. was brought in for 
admission. At this point, my 
mother, who was terminally ill, 
was moved at 1:00 a.m. into a 
semi-private room so the inmate 
could have the private room. I 
realize that no favoritism can or 
should be shown BUT the prob- 
lem I can’t understand and could 
get no answer from anyone is: 
There are 14 private rooms that 
could and should be used and for 
some reason, they have not been 
opened for use at this time. These 
rooms, I understand, have been 
ready for over a year, but paper 
work is holding up the using of 
them and during this flu season, 
those rooms have definitely been 
needed as the hospital was filled 
to capacity almost every night and 
there were 14 rooms that could 
not be used. 

If this problem is paper work 
being held up by a state agency, 
someone is NOT doing their job. 
I think someone needs to look 
into this problem and see what it 
needs to get these rooms available 
for use. 

We love and need this hospi- 
tal, but the fact that 14 rooms are 
sitting there waiting to be used 
and are not permitted to be uti- 
lized is rather perplexing. 

If anyone reading this letter 
can be of help to our hospital, 
would you please look into it.

BILLS TO HELP STATE’S

When Timi and Whitney were 
born we never dreamed what the 
future held. It never entered our 
minds that Timi wouldn’t live to 
be a teenager nor Whitney to be 
out of his teens. They were both 
such beautiful babies, both had 
angelic faces framed with long 
black hair. Timi was born on Fri- 
day, June 17, 1983 at 3:26 a.m., 
and Whitney was born on 
Wednesday, October 1, 1986 at 
8:18 a.m. . I remember it was rain- 
ing both days. 

Timi was so thrilled to have a 
baby brother; she wanted to help 
do everything. Life was good un- 
til our world was turned upside 
down when Timi was diagnosed 
with cancer. We didn’t ask why 
this happened to us. We just took 
one day at a time and with God 
given strength and courage, we 
made it through 18 chemothera- 
pies, 31 radiation treatments and 
everything else that goes with this 
dreaded disease. The hospital be- 
came our home away from home. 
Timi took everything in stride. 
That’s the thing about kids, they 
deal with the situation at hand and 
don’t worry about the next one. 
Whitney was so good during this 
time. He was 3 when Timi started 
treatments. I don’t remember him 
ever complaining about staying 
away from us so much. Of course 
he enjoyed staying with mamaw 
and papaw or Uncle Larry and 
Aunt Joyce. I don’t know what we 
would have done without them. 

Whitney tried to help when he 
could. When I changed the dress- 
ing on her hickman Whitney 
would sit on the bed and hold her 
hand. He was four at the time. 
When Timi felt like it she and 
Whitney would play school. She 
taught him to count to 100 and the 
alphabet. He always wanted to sit 
in on Timi’s lessons when her 
homebound teacher, Mrs. Anna 
Gail Gevedon, would come. Mrs. 
Gevedon never seemed to mind 
the extra pupil. She is a wonder- 
ful lady. 

After Timi finished her treat- 
ments in June 1991, the Dream 
Factory sent all of us to Disney 
World. Cousin Nina got to go too. 
What a time we had, we felt free 
at last. While we were there 
Newsweek Magazine was doing 
a story on Disney’s 20 year anni- 
versary and they picked Timi and 
another cancer survivor to be in 
their magazine. They did a huge 
article and had several pictures of 
the girls in their article. We 
couldn’t believe it... our little girl 
in Newsweek. In December of the 
same year Timi and two other 
cancer survivors were grand mar- 
shals in the Christmas parade at 
town. When we returned home 
Timi said, “It’s a good thing I had 
cancer or I wouldn’t have gotten 
to do all this.” Children always 
see the good in everything. 

Things were back to normal 
again until Timi’s cancer came 
back in January 1993. Timi, Rick, 
and I were sitting in the van after 
we left the doctor’s office crying 
and Timi sayd “God wouldn’t put 
this on us if we couldn’t handle 
it.” Out of the mouths of babes. 
She lived two months. Timi went 
to heaven March 9, 1993, three 
years from the day of her first 
chemotherapy. Life as we knew 
it was changed forever. 

Whitney had to grow up fast 
during Timi’s illness. He was a

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good child, always willing to 
help. I don’t remember him ever 
refusing to do anything we asked 
him to do. We never had to tell 
him to do his homework or study 
for tests, and he always had good 
grades. He loved basketball so 
much he started playing Junior 
Pro in 1993. He was 7. He played 
two years, then broke his arm and 
had to have surgery. He had to 
miss that year of ball but he didn’t 
complain. He didn’t even cry 
when he broke his arm. The next 
few years he played Junior Pro 
and 7th and 8th grade at the 
middle school, and the last three 
years of high school. His senior 
year the team went to state, ev- 
eryone was so proud. 

Thanks to Parker Banks, 
Whitney got to go on the vaca- 
tion of a lifetime the summer be- 
tween his junior and senior year 
of high school. They flew from 
Cincinnati to Los Angeles and 
from there to Honolulu, then to 
Sidney, Australia, New Zealand 
and Nada Fiji. They were gone for 
two weeks. For us it seemed like 
forever even though he called ev- 
ery night. That was Whitney not 
wanting us to worry. 

I know Whitney wasn’t perfect 
but to us he was close, always 
thinking of others before himself, 
very dedicated to his friends and 
family. He loved to get together 
with his friends. I think every 
weekend there was always an ex- 
tra boy or two or three at our 
house and Rick and I loved hav- 
ing them over. 

Then he found sweet little 
Ashley. We had stopped at the fa- 
mous Wendy’s at Grayson. We 
always stopped there after games 
in that direction, and I remember 
watching her and thinking I wish 
Whitney would start dating her, 
and of course I had to tell him so 
when we got home. The next 
thing I knew they were dating. 
Thank you, Ashley, for making 
him so happy. You’ll always be 
part of our family. We love you. I 
wish he could be here for you 
now. Thanks for Charlie. We love 
him so much. The little critter is 
part of the family now. 

Whitney graduated in 2004 
with a four year presidential 
scholarship to Morehead State. 
He started college in August. He 
would get frustrated when he 
didn’t find a job as soon as he 
thought he should. I told him not 
to worry, when God wanted him 
to find a job he would. He started 
work at Kroger’s in November. 
He kept good grades, found time 
for his girlfriend, Ashley, and 
worked. He called us every night 
to tell us he loved us. How we 
miss those calls. 

The last ballgame Whitney 
played in was to help raise money 
for a friend who was going 
through a hard time. He loved 
helping people. 

Whitney was our life after 
Timi went to heaven. He was such 
a joy, the best son any parent 
could ask for. We miss him more 
than words could every say. At 
times we still catch ourselves 
checking the caller ID to see if 
he is calling, or listening for him 
to come up the drive in that black 
Monte he loved. Then we see that 
Monte sitting lonely in our drive- 
way and we know its true he’s not 
coming back. Our hearts have 
been broken beyond repair and 
we still ask why both our angels. 
We will probably never know 
why in this lifetime, but when we 
all get together in heaven it won’t 
matter.

Gateway District Health De- 
partment is celebrating Colorectal 
Cancer Awareness Month. Even 
though there is one specific 
month designated the “aware- 
ness” month, everyone should be 
aware of this disease all year. 
Awareness of colorectal cancer 
and the importance of early de- 
tection is a message we all need 
to hear and heed, even men. 

Colorectal Cancer is com- 
monly called colon cancer. It is 
the third most common cancer in 
men after prostate and lung. It is 
also the second leading cancer 
killer in the U.S. (CDC). Your 
chances of developing colorectal 
cancer increases after the age of 
50. Ninety percent of cases are in 
people 50 or older. Even though 
these statistics are startling, there 
is hope. It is nearly 90% prevent- 
able! Screening tests increase 
your chances of NOT developing 
this disease. 

When most people think of 
colon cancer screening tests the 
first thing they think of is a 
colonoscopy. However, there is 
good news for people who put off 
testing because of this reason. A 
simple take home test can be just 
as good at detecting colorectal 
cancer as the more invasive 
colonoscopy. The test, called a 
Fecal Occult Blood Test (FOBT), 
is a noninvasive test that detects 
the presence of hidden blood in 
the stool. This hidden blood can 
be the first, and sometimes the 
only, warning sign that a person 
has colorectal cancer. This test is 
quick and convenient. 



The week of March 6, Gate- 
way District Health Department 
and Bath, Menifee, Morgan, and 
Rowan County Health Depart- 
ments will be organizing a 
Colorectal Cancer Screening 
event. This event involves the 
Fecal Occult Blood Test. The 
event schedule is as follows: 
Morgan County is March 6, 
Rowan County is March 8, Bath 
County is March 9, and Menifee 
County is March 10. This event 
is open to everyone 45 years old 
or older, anyone who has a fam- 
ily history of colon cancer, or 
anyone who has had a previous 
diagnosis of colon cancer. You 
may pick up the FOBT card be- 
tween 8:30 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. 
The cost for this test is $6.00, 
unless you have Medicare or 
Medicaid, then it’s free. Staff 
members will be available for any 
questions you should have. 

The best way to prevent 
colorectal cancer is to get 
screened. The thought of a 
screening test may make some 
people uneasy. However, the pre- 
vention and/or early detection of 
colorectal cancer is worth the test. 
The reward for doing the test - 
LIFE.

Office are to establish the Manner and Cause of Death. The Cause of Death is 
the injury, disease, or a combination of the two that caused the death of a per- 
son. The Manner of Death is ruled by the Coroner to be natural, suicidal, acci- 
dental, a homicide, unknown or pending. 

The Coroners office deals with many kinds of death that include: 

V Skeletal remains 

V Homicides 

V Suicides 

V Occupational deaths 

V Deaths occurring in a correctional facility 

V Deaths within a medical facility less than 24 hours of admission 

V Fatal motor vehicle deaths 

V Mass fatalities 

There are also many additional responsibilities of the Coroner’s office. In 
death scene investigation, the coroner or his deputy has the responsibility of 
pronouncing death, determining the time of death, taking into custody the body 
and property of the body, ensuring the body has not been moved from the origi- 
nal death scene, making a positive identification of the body, notifying the next of 
kin, signing the death certificate, completing the required forms and records for 
each death investigation, and interacting with other appropriate agencies. 

One of my aims is to have the Coroner’s office respond to all requests of 
service in a courteous, prompt and expedient manner. 

One of my pledges is to appoint a qualified staff including female deputies. 
I wish to do this to ensure the privacy and modesty of all cases involving 
females. It also shows respect, concern and compassion to all family members. 

I look forward to the opportunity of serving as your Morgan County Coroner.

Loans for socially 
disadvantaged 
people available 

Lexington, Ky., Jan. 4-USDA 
Farm Service Agency reserves 
funds each year to make loans to 
socially disadvantaged applicants 
to buy and operate family-size 
farms. A socially disadvantaged 
farmer is one of a group whose 
members have been subjected to 
racial, ethnic, or gender prejudice 
because of their identity as 
members of the group without 
regard to their individual 
qualities. For the purposes of 
this program, socially disadvan- 
taged groups have been defined 
as women, African Americans, 
American Indians, and Alaskan 
natives, Hispanic s, and Asians, 
and Pacific Islanders. 

Types of Loans 

• Operating loans may be used 
for various short and intermedi- 
ate type credit needs, such as the 
purchase of livestock and equip- 
ment and annual operating ex- 
penses. 

• Farm ownership loans may 
be used for the purchase and/or 
improvement of farmland and 
buildings. 

Who May Borrow 

Individuals, partnerships, 
joint operations, corporations, 
and cooperatives primarily and 
directly engaged in farming on 
family-size operations may 
apply. A family- size operation 
is considered to be one that a 
family cna operate and manage 
itself.

(NAPS A) — It wasn’t hard for 
Kansas City resident Gladys 
Gillihan to decide that she wanted 
a cuddly Miniature Poodle puppy. 
She found a breeder who adver- 
tised an American Kennel Club- 
registered Poodle-complete with 
“papers”-and she assumed that 
was what she was getting. When 
she picked up her puppy, the 
breeder said she’d send “papers” 
in the mail. 

But the “papers,” which 
Gillihan knew she needed to reg- 
ister her dog with the AKC, never 
arrived. Repeated phone calls to 
the breeder went unanswered. 

“All too frequently we hear 
this same story from disappointed 
puppy buyers,” said Lisa Peterson 
of the AKC. “Some claim they 
were intentionally misled by a 
puppy seller who implied that the 
dog was AKC-registrable and 
later sent them papers from an- 
other registry-or they received no 
papers at all.” 

With more than 20 different 
canine registries in the U.S., the 
term “papers” is often confusing 
to some first- time puppy buyers. 
Each registry has varying stan- 
dards and registration criteria, so 
puppy buyers should familiarize 
themselves with these registries 
before they select a breeder. 

The 122-year-old AKC is the 
only registry in the U.S. with a 
stringent inspections program and 
care and conditions policy that 
helps ensure the health, safety, 
and welfare of the dogs. While a 
few registries require dogs to be 
purebred (bred from documented 
members of a recognized breed 
over generations), most have no 
system for monitoring their care, 
record keeping and identification, 
and many will register dogs with 
little or no proof of lineage.

is the dog’s pedigree-proof of it; 
heritage-which provides insigh 
into the dog’s eventual appear 
ance, temperament and suitabil 
ity to their lifestyle,” addec 
Peterson. “But if you don’t do th( 
research and find a responsibk 
breeder, disreputable breeders o 
deceptive retailers may be able t( 
take advantage of you.” 

The following tips from th( 
AKC will help ensure you get < 
happy, healthy puppy: 

•Find a responsible breede 
with many years of experience 
and at least one dog club affilia 
tion. 

•If “papers” aren’t available a 
the time of delivery, wait until th( 
breeder receives them before yoi 
pay for your puppy. 

•Make sure to get “papers’ 
from the registry you were prom 
ised. Many registries have simi 
lar names and logos. 

•If you wish to register you 
puppy with the AKC, get prope 
documentation. AKC does no 
accept registrations from mos 
other registries. 

•Keep in mind that once yoi 
complete the transaction, there i: 
often no recourse for an unsatis 
fied buyer.

Stanton man is 
sought in murder of 
his estranged wife

Morning Hypoglycemia 

Everyone experiences one of those days when they wake up with a headache 
or feel a bit grouchy. For people with diabetes, these may be symptoms of a 
potentially life-threatening condition: morning hypoglycemia. 



Also known as low blood sugar and 
insulin reaction, hypoglycemia occurs from 
time to time in most people with diabetes, 
even among those who work hard to keep 
their diabetes under control. It can occur at 
any time of day and for a variety of reasons, 
ranging from over-using drugs to treat dia- 
betes to exercising harder than usual. 

How do you know if that headache is a 
warning sign? The most important and 
accurate measure is a blood glucose read- 
ing of 70 mg/dL or lower; that is the 
benchmark for hypoglycemia. Other symp- 
toms include: 

• Shakiness 

• Dizziness 

• Sweating 

• Paleness 

• Unexplained behavioral changes 
(moodiness, crying) 

• Clumsy or jerky movements 

• Confusion 

•Tingling around the mouth 

• Seizure 

• Loss of consciousness 

The first line of defense against morning 
hypoglycemia is to check your blood sugar 



regularly, especially just before bedtime. If 
your reading is below 120 mg/dL, eat a larg- 
er bedtime snack than usual and make 
sure it contains carbohydrates and protein. 

You must follow your schedule for eat- 
ing and taking medications as closely as 
possible, and be aware of how changes in 
that schedule can affect your blood sugar. 
Eating dinner earlier than usual, for exam- 
ple, or skipping your nighttime snack, can 
bring on morning hypoglycemia. Drinking 
alcohol in the evening, especially without 
eating, can cause morning hypoglycemia 
as well. Exercising regularly is an impor- 
tant part of a healthy lifestyle. However, 
be aware that if you exercise harder or 
longer on a particular day, you should be 
prepared to eat a bit more to keep your 
blood sugar level from dropping too low. 

If you feel any symptoms of hypo- 
glycemia, check your blood glucose read- 
ing immediately. If it is 70 mg/dL or lower, 
quickly drink a half-cup of any fruit juice or 
regular— not diet— soft drink, eat five or 
six pieces of hard candy, or take two to 
three glucose tablets. Be careful not to 
over-treat. It could take up to 15 minutes

for these measures to take effect; if you 
over-consume sugar, you may go quickly 
from having blood sugar that is too low to 
having blood sugar that is too high. After 
15 minutes, check your blood sugar again; 
if it is still low, repeat the treatment. 

If you have several episodes of hypo- 
glycemia, be sure to discuss the problem 
with your doctor. You may need to change 
your medication or your dosing regimen.

He or she can choose to 
speak to a live service represen- 
tative or the beneficiary can 
choose to use Advanced Speech 
Recognition technology to con- 
duct important Social Security 
business over the phone.

UNITE coalitions allocated 



$1 70,424 for anti-drug 



initiatives in Fifth District 



Operation UNITE’s Board of 
Directors has approved funding 
requests totaling $170,424.82 for 
anti-drug initiatives within the 
Fifth Congressional District dur- 
ing the first quarter of 2006. 

Thirty-five of the 37 regis- 
tered UNITE coalitions submit- 
ted action plans for projects that 
will primarily provide commu- 
nity awareness campaigns, drug 
education in the schools and com- 
munity, and offer alternative ac- 
tivities for youth in their service 
areas. 

“Individual coalitions deter- 
mine their specific needs and for- 
mulate steps that need to be taken 
to achieve those goals within 
their local community,” said 
Karen Engle, executive director 
of UNITE. “While there are cer- 
tain guidelines and restrictions on 
the money’s use, coalitions have 
control over developing their 
own projects.” 

“Community coalitions are 
central to implementing UNITE 
initiatives,” Engle noted. “It is the 
coalition’s goal to educate and 
activate the community to be- 
come involved in addressing sub- 
stance abuse issues. We hope 
through this process to empower 
all segments of a community to 
step forward and rescue lives 
from drug addiction and prevent 
our young people from deadly 
experimentation . ’ ’ 

As of January 1, coalitions ex- 
ist in each of the 29 counties com- 
prising the Fifth Congressional 
District in southern and eastern 
Kentucky. In addition, coalitions 
have been formed on the campus 
of Morehead State University; 
the main campus and Lee’s Col- 
lege campus of Hazard Commu- 
nity and Technical College; and 
the Cumberland, Harlan, 
Middlesboro and Pineville cam- 
puses of Southeastern Kentucky 
Community and Technical Col- 
lege. 

There is also a special coali- 
tion called UNITE Bikers 
Against Drugs (UBAD) Motor- 
cycle Association, which is head- 
quartered in Rockcastle County 
but has 14 field representatives 
stretching from Bowling Green to 
Winchester in addition to South- 
eastern Kentucky. UBAD is a 
faith-based organization of mo- 
torcycle enthusiasts created to 
raise awareness and support for 
anti-drug efforts. 

Each coalition was invited to 
request an allocation of up to 
$5,000, said Cathy Stout, treat- 
ment and education coordinator 
for UNITE. Coalitions do not re- 
ceive the money up front, but are 
reimbursed only after the project 
has been completed. 

All projects approved by the 
UNITE Board must take place by 
March 31. 

Coalitions will have addi- 
tional opportunities to submit 
action plan requests for up to 
$5,000 in each quarter during 
2006.

Pikeville publisher, 
cites drug ‘plague’ 
in East Kentucky 

PIKEVILLE, Ky. — Marty 
Backus, publisher of the thrice- 
weekly Appalachian News-Ex- 
press in Pikeville, writes in his 
Sunday column that when he 
mentioned to a local store its need 
for more clerks, one clerk “agreed 
but said the problem was people 
just don't want to work anymore, 
or they're on drugs. No matter 
what you think, she was saying 
more truth than what a lot of us 
want to admit.” 

Complaints about the welfare 
system are decades old. Drugs are 
a newer concern in the moun- 
tains. “We have a very serious 
problem in just about every cor- 
ner of this county,” Backus 
writes. “I know it's a problem 
because we've had some experi- 
ence right here at this paper. 
We've had a lot of applicants who 
have failed this test, and you 
know it's bad when your press 
foreman comes in and celebrates 
because he finally had one of his 
applicants pass the drug test.” 

Backus concludes, “Folks, I 
hate writing about something 
which happens here in this paper, 
but it's everywhere: coal mines, 
schools, offices, stores, etc. It’s a 
very serious plague on us all and 



has affected each and everyone of 
us in one way or another. The best 
thing going now is UNITE, which 
takes anonymous tips on drug 
dealers and such and then the law 
busts them. This is a start, but it's 
not enough. We need to get to the 
big guys who supply and deliver.” 
UNITE stands for Unlawful 
Narcotics Investigations, Treat- 
ment and Education, a federally 
funded program that serves 29 
counties in Southern and Eastern 
Kentucky.

Prescription For Lent: 4 A Smudge For Reflection 



Alfred had an old pick-up that 
ran OK on paved roads, but on 
the bumpy roads near his farm it 
would pop out of gear. To Alfred 
this was always a surprise. After 
he had heard the bump he would 
press the gas pedal, but the truck 
would continue to slow down. 
Only then would he remember to 
put the truck back in gear. But that 
moment after the bump, when 
nothing seemed to work, was al- 
ways a strange one for him. 

Reflection strikes many of us 



the same way. Our lives are full 
of action, doing things, making 
things happen. Our goals drive us 
ahead. We like to count our 
achievements daily. Regular re- 
flection, which is an essential part 
of penitence, may give many of 
us the same kind of feeling Alfred 
got when his old truck popped out 
of gear. 

Reflection seems like a waste 
of time. Perhaps that is why the 
church developed the custom of 
putting a smudge of ash on our 



foreheads. As the smudge is ap- 
plied, the ancient words are said, 
“Dust you are, to dust you will 
return.”

“They got an awful lot of cof- 
fee in Brazil,” — words from a 
popular song in the 1940’s. Well, 
they had an awful lot of Dr. 
Nickells around Ezel, West Lib- 
erty, and Hazel Green, too. 

“I don’t know if it was the 
whiskey or prayers that saved 
me!!” 

There were other medical Dr. 
Nickells in the area, but not from 
Ezel. They were: Dr. Ben F. 
Nickell, Dr. Andrew Nickell, Dr. 
W. Harold Nickell, and Dr. 
Lawrence R. Nickell. 

Dr. Ben F. Nickell 

Dr. Ben F. Nickell was born in 
1863, practiced in Cannel City for 
a short time at the turn of the last 
century then moved to Oklahoma. 
He was the son of Joseph Smith 
(Joe Darky) Nickell and Martha 
“Patsy” Stamper. 

Dr. Andy Nickell 

Dr. Andy Nickell practiced 
medicine at Hazel Green. He was 
born in Morgan County (1862), 
the son of James Wilson and Kitty 
Brooks Nickell. Other children of 
Jim Nickell and Kitty were 
Ceborn (my great-grandfather), 
Kelse, Monroe, Elizabeth, 
Frances, John, and Grant. Andy 
graduated in 1894 from the Lou- 
isville School of Medicine and 
began practicing in Hazel Green, 
serving Wolfe and Morgan coun- 
ties. He married Laura Alice 
Jones in 1884. They had five chil- 
dren, Maj. Dennis C. Nickell, 
Mrs. Grover C. Chambers, Mrs. 
Bert Hughes, and Mrs. Butler 
Hughes. Laura Alice died in 1908 
and he later married Rosa James. 
Dr. Andy died April 27, 1946. 

Dr. Andy doctored in Hazel 
Green and Wolfe County for 51 
years. It was a difficult time to be 
a country doctor. During the early 
days of his practice he made 
house calls on horse back as did 
other doctors in the area. Riding 
a horse along narrow trails, across 
creeks, up and down hills on cold 
winter nights wasn’t the most de- 
sirable thing to be doing. Dr. 
Andy (like a lot of other country 
doctors during this time) recom- 
mended the use of alcohol in 
small dosages as medicine and 
carried some along with him. 

On cold winter nights, while 
riding horseback, he liked to take 
a sip of his “own medicine” to 
keep him warm and help him for- 
get the hardships of his trade. 
Some say he took too many doses 
of his “own medicine,” but that 



is debatable! He was a beloved 
character of Hazel Green and was 
the subject of many good natured 
stories. A few stories are still re- 
called around Hazel Green when 
Dr. Andy’s name is mentioned. 
The only story that I know which 
is actually true is one my great- 
uncle, Ira Nickell, an attorney in 
Ashland, now deceased, enjoyed 
telling. Ira was attending Hazel 
Green Academy as a youth when 
someone brought a basketball to 
the Academy. The boys had 
never seen one. They built a 
makeshift goal and backboard 
and began shooting a “few 
hoops.” While they were playing 
it began raining a cold rain but 
they continued to play until dark. 
Ira caught a bad cold which later 
turned into pneumonia. He got so 
ill they called his uncle, Dr. Andy 
(a brother to his father, Ceborn 
Nickell) to come see him. Dr. 
Andy announced that Ira was in- 
deed seriously ill, so the Acad- 
emy scheduled a prayer vigil for 
that night while Dr. Andy sat up 
with the patient. Ira recalled that 
every time he awoke through the 
night Uncle Andy would give 
him a sip of whiskey! Ira began 
to improve the very next day ! As 
Uncle Ira used to tell the story 
he would add to the ending — 
“To this day, I don’t know if it 
was the whiskey or the prayers 
that saved me!!” 

In most small communities it 
is common to tell humorous sto- 
ries about people in the commu- 
nity. People meant no harm. They 



were just enjoying a good story. 
From what I can find out about 
him, I’m sure Dr. Andy liked the 
stories as well as anyone. Once, 
the story goes, Dr. Andy was at- 
tending a meeting of some kind 
at Daysboro and he was thirsty so 
he lay down and drank from a 
branch nearby. A man approached 
him and told him that there was 
an outhouse a little way up the 
branch. Dr. Andy arose slowly and 
unsteadily and shrugged, “Every- 
one knows that as soon as water 
runs over three stones it’s pure 
enough to drink!!” 

Dr. Andy had a horse named 
Belle and rumor was that he could 
whisper in the horse’s ear, “When 
I’m a little unsteady and not able 
to get up on your back, Ole’ Belle, 
what are you going to do?” Im- 
mediately the horse would lie 
down! Another story went like 
this — An excited individual 
came running into Dr. Andy’s of- 
fice and told him that a man had 
just been shot through the neck 
and “he needs you to come 
quick.” Dr. Andy asked the mes- 
senger what caliber the bullet was, 
and he answered, a .44 caliber. Dr. 
Andy looked the man in the eye 
and told him, “There’s no use be- 
ing in a hurry. If he was shot with 
a .44 caliber pistol, his head is 
probably blown off!” Never- the - 
less, Dr. Andy went to see the 
man. The bullet had gone through 
the neck. Doc saved him and he 
became a very successful busi- 
nessman in Lexington. 

Dr. Andy was a fine doctor and

community leader in Hazel 
Green. At his funeral, there was a 
great outpouring of love by hun- 
dreds of citizens from Wolfe and 
Morgan counties. 

Both Dr. Lee Nickell and Dr. 
Milburn Nickell were said to “in- 
dulge” and at times in excess. 
They both met tragic deaths as a 
result. 

There were other medical doc- 
tor Nickells that have served the 
Ezel and West Liberty areas. Dr. 
Harold Nickell, son of Monroe 
and Clara Blair Nickell, estab- 
lished an office in West Liberty 
in 1938. He left West Liberty in 
1948 and went to Lexington 
where he became Chief Medical 
Officer at the Veterans Adminis- 
tration Hospital. At the present, 
Dr. Nickell lives in Florida with 
his wife, Helen Wells Nickell. Dr. 
Harold Nickell wasn’t born at 
Ezel and didn’t live there, but 
when he was practicing in West 
Liberty, doctors made house calls 
all over Morgan and surrounding 
counties, so in a sense he served 
Ezel also ! 

Dr. Lawrence Nickell, brother 
of Dr. Harold Nickell, had an of- 
fice in Owingsville. He saw pa- 
tients in Morgan County and de- 
livered babies in the old 
Frenchburg Hospital. He later 
went back to school to become a 
radiologist and moved to Colum- 
bia, Tennessee, where he lives to- 
day.

“As the first buying season 
without government price sup- 
ports concludes this month, to- 
bacco auctions are fewer in num- 
ber — but not gone,” reports Greg 
Hall in The Courier- Journal. Scott 
Althauser, a buyer and vice presi- 
dent for the Burley Tobacco 
Growers Cooperative Associa- 
tion, told the Louisville newspa- 
per, “This year proved that an 
auction can survive.” 

Some observers thought auc- 
tions would die along with the 
federal program of production 
quotas and price supports, which 
Congress repealed in late 2004. 
For several years before that, 
growers had increasingly con- 
tracted with major cigarette 
manufacturers rather than selling 
leaf at auctions among compa- 
nies, and the federal supports vir- 
tually guaranteed growers a 
profit. Without them, auctions 
pose more risk. 

In the sales season now end- 
ing, the first without price sup- 
ports, contracts gave growers 
about 25 percent less for their 
crop. Prices at the seven auction 
houses in the state (down from 
30) also dropped, but were 
slightly higher than the contract 
prices. 

“We definitely need” auctions, 
grower Allen Goggin of Danville 
told Hall. “I think it's keeping 
these larger (tobacco) companies 
in check a little bit. It's giving 
smaller companies an opportunity 
to get some tobacco, where they 
do not have to contract with 
somebody for the whole stock. 
They can come in here and take 
part of it or all of it, however they 
want to do it.” Goggin worries
